MARKETS AND RURAL ORGANIZATION OFFICE 


NoTe.—The Markets Office was organized May 16, 1913, as a branch of the Secretary’s 
Office, under authority of a paragraph in the miscellaneous section of the agricultural 
appropriation act approved Mar. 4, 1913. 

In cooperation with the General Education Board of the Rockefeller Foundation, the 
~Rural Organization Service of the Agriculture Department was organized in the fall of 
1913. The work of this Service consisted of investigations in regard to the organization 
of agricultural communities upon a cooperative basis for the improvement of rural credit, 
educational, social, and hygienic conditions. The Service was financed by the General 
Education Board from the time of its organization to June 30, 1914. On July 1, 1914, 
the work of the Rural Organization Service was entirely taken over by the Agriculture 
Department under the authority contained in a paragraph among the miscellaneous ap- 
propriations of the agricultural appropriation act approved June 30, 1914.
